volcano Kilauea since last Sunday,

Th'e explosion, which sent dust wid 


rocks aloft to a height of approxi- 
mately one and one-half miles, lasted 
for fifteen minutes 
Tourists have 


been -warned to visit the vicinity of 
the volcano at their peril. 


The militaiy camp ia prepared to 


jive emergency &-1& to any which may 
have been injured by the blast. 


A heavy black vapor and electrical 


disturbances accompanied the erup- 
tion. 


Gas Masks Donned. 


The 
eruption 
occurred 
shortly 


after seven army planes, under the 
command of.Captain Hugh Elendorf, 
left Lutte field on the Island to at- 
tempt to photograph the volcano in 
action. 
The officers were forced to 


use gas masks because of the con- 
tinual gas ejectment from the crater. 


The officers, after making a, land- 


ing on one of th,e slopes of the vol- 
cano, found a. biofcen camera, which 
Is believed to be the property of 
Simmons and Hinman, the missing 
soldiers who have not been heard 
from since ascending the mountain 
Sunday.

Blecta Constellation of Past Offi- 
cers, Electa Chapter 8 O. B. B. 
assembled at the university Friday 
uvening, May 23 and spent the even- 
ing in studying the constellations and 
other stars in lieu of the social for 
this month. About thirty were pres- 
ent, among them Mrs. E. A. Rogers, 
president of the Constellation, 
and 
Dr. Jf Stanley "Welch, vice patron and 
other officers. 
Dr. G. TX Sweezey, 
professor of astronomy gave a very 
interesting and instructive lecture, 
and "by mean's of the lantern showed 
pictures of the planets, stars and 
constellations and explained the pro- 
cess of taking- photographs ~of the 
heavenly bodies. He explained the 
relations of the various planets in 
the universe tho magnitudes of many 
of them,-their movements and dis- 
tance from the earth. Us said the 
distances were Incomprehensible but 
by figuring the rate light travels, wo 
could better understand how incom- 
prehensible these distances are. Light 
travels about 186,000 miles per sec- 
ond, or about seven times around the 
earth in a second. He then explained 
how long it takes light to travel from 
a number of the heavenly bodies and 
said that some of the stars were so 
far away that it take! 200,000 light 
years to reach the earth. 
Dr. Sweezev showed pictures of a 
number of observatories, among them 
being the one in the University of 
California and another 
at 
Mount 
Wilson, near Pasadena, California. 
An instrument 
showing the exact 
Ume by the passing of <>i** planets 
and the check of the movements of 
each 
was 
very 
interesting. 
Dr. 
Sweezey then took the company 
the observatory 
and gave each 
chance to see Saturn by means of a 
telescope.

them to find their way about in its 
strangeness all by themselves. 


And Into their misery.

came licht. friends, comfort, a bright 
sunny home, somebody to wipe away 
the tears, protecting- arms. 


True, these friends and comforts 
came from an Institution, but an un- 
derstanding, kindly institution that 
knows little boys and girls and that 
Knows their needs. 


The Nebraska Children's Home so- 


ciety, which was organized in Ne- 
braska thlrty-oneyearg ago, is the 
organization which watches for the 
mile abandoned children and takes 
them to tho comfortable receiving 
homo at Omaha. Investigates homes 
where the children arc not receiving 
proper care, and finds homes for those 
who have no other home. 


During the year about 1.500 chil- 


dren are given attention by the so- 
ciety. This number Includes the boys 
and girls tnkea to tho home, those 
whom the society aids by helping to 
Improve the homo surroundings, and 
those vlalted. for the society officers 
visits each of Us former wards once

Before the organization of the Ne- 


braska Children's Home society 
in 


1S93, adequate provision had not been 
made for the care o£ orphans and 
dependent children in Nebraska, and 
In -but • few other states. 
However; 


about ten years prior to that timo 
there was Instituted 
in the United 


'States a plan for the placing- of such 
children in private -homes for adop- 
tion 
and 
subsequent 
supervision, 


which has developed into one of tho " 
best systems of child placing. 


Experience haa shown the work of 


home-finding1 can not be carried oh 
so efficiently by a local .society, ac- 
cording- to authorities, -as by a larger 
unit. At the same time, for the pur- 
pose of satisfactory supervision, too i 
much territory must not be covered. . 
Because of these factors, the state 
ordinarily is the chosen unit of ter- 
ritory for the -ho me-finding- aociety. 
At. the present time, forty-one of 
these child placing societies hav* 
been organized under tho National 
Children's Hc^me society. 


The national1 society 'co-ordinates 


and aids in the cooperation of the 
state " organizations. 
An 
excellent 


school of instruction In this branch 
of welfare work is found in tha dis- 
trict and the national conference!, of 
st* a workers, 'held under the aus- 
pices of the national society. In theaci 
meetings, a great deal can be learned- 
from the experiences of those who 
Have met and solved in a practical 
way the difficult 
problems that at 


times confront the tvoVkers. ' 


Nebraska Is divided Into districts, 


each with a district superintendent 
or field ^worker who devotes his en- 
tire time to the -work. The Rev. John 
W. Thomas, whose horn* is at 2026 
South Eighteenth street. Is super- 
intendent of the 
Lincoln *dlstrlct. 


which lies south of the Platte river 
and extends from the Missouri river, 
to the west line of Hamilton county. 
Mr. Thomas is assisted by his wife 
whose 
experience 
as

teacher, 


mother, and welfare worker gives her 
exceptional 
qualifications 
for 
this 


important work. . 


Mr. Thomas has been district su- 


perintendent for about four years, al- 
though his Lincoln residence Is longjer 
than that. His work is to Investigate 
the cases that are reported by the so- 
ciety's advisory boards or by Individ- 
uals of abused or abandoned children. 
"Where possible. Mr. Thomas does not 
take the children from the homo but 
•ather bends every effort to improve 
home conditions, co-operating witli 
county commissioners or local wel- 
:are aids.

Only rarely does Mr. Thomas place 


a child through his own home. About 
ivfo "years ago he and Mrs. Thomas 
tept for quite a time a most attrac- 
tive little girl about twelve years of 
ige until a home waa found for her, 
^ut this was excep" tonal. ,The chil- 
dren are generally taken--to Omaha, 
nfany of tho babies being cared for In 
tho nurseries at tho Methodist and 
the 
Clarkson hospitals. 


The Re\v W. \V. Tait. D. D., as- 


sistant state superintendent, also an- 
slsts In Lincoln with the work. Dr. 
J'alt has heen an orphan since a small 
>oy, and his experiences rind sympa- 
thies make him especially capable In 
this Hue of work. 


The society has about 700 advisory 


boards In as many Nebraska towns, 
which give immediate attention to

GARTERS, LOOKING GLASSES AND PURSES. 
Yes, we had no'/garters before th* Middle Ages, be- 


cause until that period 'stockings -u-ere not worn. The 
Greeks, Romans anil Egyptians had no use for garteis 
Inasmuch as the climate did not call for stockings. 


Sandals served the purpose of protecting the feot 


but they were worn, without stockings or socks. In a 
few exceptions Mandles sometimes used bands of clnth 
to protect the feet but never stockings. 


Now the-manufacture of garters Is one of the im-

of modern life. Pliny speaks of the glass mirroia of the 
Sidohlahs. f- Ordlnarllj,' however, the looking1 trlass of 
tfae^ancients was 'made ot polished, copper^ gold,'"sliver 
and bronze, a little larger than the hand, with -tyny metal 
mirrors for vanity boxes. If the glass mirror*was known 
to the ancients, all havo long since been broken. Tho 
Industry, as it Is now known, started in the thirteenth 
century, and has (steadily grown 
In 1914, 182 plants in

The real beneficiaries of 
lie tariff are the protected manufac- 
urera who urge it for the purpose of 
natntaining prices -without regard to 
t-ages or anything else that concerns 
he improvement of labor- 
When we set ourselves tu righting 
conomic wrongs we shall have tak- 
n a long step forward In the dlrec- 
ion of permanent peace.

Theatre and the Play. 
Dear Minerva: 1 have been greatly 


interested .in the remarks recently 
made in your department rcffaidine 
tlie lack of worthwhile theatrical of- 
ferings in this city which a few years 
ago not only received mo'st of the 
large road shows but gave them ade- 
quate support as well. 
Being .hap- 
pily situated about tho midway along 
the path those attractions traveled 
between New Yorlc and San Fran- 
cisco we could usually count upon 
them stopping 
here 
either 
eome; 


•west or leturnine eafat and many of 
them favored us with a visit both 
going and coming, but, alas, how 
changed that all is today. Most of 
the biK road shows pass us by and 
now and then when one of them ven- 
tures into our sacred precincts the 
few lovers of the legitimate drama 
who do attend are so ashamed of the 
scanty patronage given and so hu- 
miliated by the lack of appreciation 
shown for a truly meritorious pro- 
duction that our evening is com- 
pletely spoiled and ~we wish that we 
had remained at home, too. 
So many causes have combined to 


contribute to the present unfortunate 
state of affairs that it would be very 
unjust to attempt to place the blame 
upon any one of them 
It is true 
that many people are buying auto- 
mobiles who really can not pfford to 
own one and it is equally true that 
many are 
pui chasing a more or less 


expensive car who should be satisfied 
with a- cheaper vehicle, consequently 
they have no money for shows 
or 
other forms of recreation. Despite 
•.11 that, the automobile Is but a drop 
in the bucket, so to speak, 
of 
the 


numerous causes contributing- to the 
wreck of the road show business in 
R city of this size. Another cause is 
the dancing craze. Twelve or fifteen 
years ago Lincoln had one or 
Uvo 
dance halls while now there are a 
dozen or more and all doing -well. 
Thank you. Dancing Is alright. I 
highly approve of it and merely men- 
tion it Incidentally. No doubt clerks 
bookkeepers, stenographers and oth- 
er sedentary workers are healthier 
for spending an evening in that ex- 
cellent exercise than they would be 
merely sitting still in some 
stuffy 
theater. And we must not forget the 
movies. They are not entirely re- 
nponslhle for the death or the 
near 
death of the road show 
but 
they 
have helped some. They have edu- 
cated the people, more or less, to be 
afraid to be out much after 
nine 
o'clock. 
A movie show begins 
at 


Heven nnd is over by nine as a rule 
and it is amusing, hero in this town 
at least, to see how deserted 
the 
streets are by nine-thirty 
By that 
time most of the theatre crowds are 
•afeiy ensconced within 
their own 
homes if not actually tucked up in 
their little beds or at most they are 
approaching their domicile as rapidly 
as our antique street car system will 
carry them there as 
if they 
were 
afraid to bo out after dark 'like a 
bunch of kindergarten kids, and to- 
day we have to admit that there is 
more truth than poetry in that line 
from a once popular old song: ".Ev- 
ery day tho papers say, a robbery in 
the park." 


A- couple ot yeais ago I had 
the 
pleasure of spending part of a sum- 
mer in San Francisco and will say 
that there is a real town where tho 
streets are as crowded at midnight 
as they are at midday. "Ifrlsco" is a 
whirlpool of commerce by day and a 
riot of pleasure by night. In 
the 
scores of brilliant cafes the 
dining 


•and dancing begins 
before "sunset 


and continues without interruption 
until tho dawn of the new-born day 
begins to streak the pavements with 
light. People live there, not merely 
exist, and they can be nothing but 
better off for it, for as long as the 
diversion is an innocent one, it can 
be nothing but harmless to its' par- 
ticipants.
